Chinn Bill, Providing for State Racing Commission, 
Expected to Be Passed by Legislature. 



Frank f«»rt, Ky.. March .T — That Kentucky is to 
have a sane racing law, a law whiclt will pndect 
the s|M»rt against the ravages of ganihlers and 
safeguarding it against (*onditions which cau.seil 
the <*losing of the tracks in Missouri ami Illinois, 
Is practically assured. 

A hill providing f«>r the api>ointment hy the Cov- 
ernor of a state racing nuuinission was introduced 
in tile legislature hy Senator .1. P. (’liinn yester- 
day. It was printed and rt*ad for tlie second time 
tiKla.v a.nd referred to tiie rules «‘oinmlt t«*e. It will 
lie voti^l upon hy tlie senate Monday, and it is 
safe ti» say that it will l>e passerl. It will g<» t<i the 
house Tuesday and it is next to a certainty tliat 
it will Ik* passeil hy that iKMly hy Friday. 'File 
legislature will adjourn finally on Man*h l.’l. 

Tlie lull has tlie imlorseinent of the horsemen and 
hiisinesK men of this state and among the hreeilers 
who are liere urging its passage are Milton Young. 
Thomas C. Mi Dowell and J. N. Caimlen. Jr. 

Tlie hill provides tliat the coinmlssiun sliall Ik* 
coni|K»sed of four memliers. The «‘ointnisslon is eni- 
IM>wertHl to grant and revoke licen.ses to racing 
asso<*iations, to fix the length of meetings and to 
adopt rules to govern the conduct of race meetings. 

<;overin>r Beckliam is a friend to racing. He en- 
joys tlie sport and goes annually to T.<ouisviIle to 
witness the running of the Kentucky Derby. That 
sucli a measure as this will receive his signature 
It not douhteil. 

If the riiinu hill liecoines a law it will mean the 
ending of tlie present emhroglio lietween the West- 
ern Jockey t'liih and the -American Turf Assoida- 
tion. In 841 far as Kentu<*ky Is concerne<l. It does 
not iie<*essarily mean that the Western Jiicke.v Cliih 
will not l»e iK*rnilMe«l to ofK'rate in the state, hut 
it do«‘s mean that Isuiis A. (’ella and .John ('ondon 
will not Ik* iHTinitteil to intriMluce Into Kentucky 
St. Louis and (’lilcago methoils to the detriment of 
such long estahlishe<l racing grounds as are main- 
tauied hy the Ia>uisville J(K*key Cluh and the La- 
tonia .Tockey (’luh.
